A Rousing Rally on New 
High Street. 


AN I NANSWEEABLE ARGUMENT. 


An immence crowd, fully 5,000, of 
enthusiastic Democrats came together 
last night at the speaking stand on New 
High street to listen to a speech of ex ­ 
traordinary eloquence and power by Hon. 
Olin Wellborn, of San Diego. 
Mr. Well­ 
born formerly represented a District of 
the Lone Star State in Congress and his 
Democracy is one of the best specimens 
of the simon-pure article that has been 
offered to the Los Angeles public during 
thiB campaign. It was a speech whose 
solid argum ent made votes, while its 
thrilling eloquence fired enthusiasm . 
The crowd was one of the largest which 
has come together since the campaign 
opened. 
The seats were packed uud the 
standing room filled back into the street. 
The applause was vehement and con­ 
stant, coming in as a period to almost 
every one of the orator’s sentences.

MR. WELLBORN’» SPEECH. 
Of the memorable political revolutions 
which stand out as landm arks in history 
few appeal more profoundly to the right­ 
eous sentiments which have place in the 
hum an heart than the great contest 
which the Democracy is now waging. So 
urgently do the claims of this great 
cause put themselves forward that I 
deem it my duty to-night in what I have 
to say to pass by the other great ques­ 
tions which are more or less involved in 
the campaign and to devote all my time 
and attention to the m atter of tbe tariff 
tax. I shall not even stop to speak of 
the Chinese question although it involves 
some of the most im portant m atters that 
have ever come into our legislation.

shall only pause to say that despite all 
the opposition that it received from Re-

ublican sources the Democratic party 
as at last built 
up

which will throw

the prosperity of our laborers, and even 
the safety of our institutions. 
Not satis­ 
fied with this splendid achievem ent for 
the cause of the workingman, the Demo­ 
cratic parly now pushes iorward to new 
trium phs, which shall all redound to his 
advantage and profit. 
THE SURPLUS. 
The abnorm al condition of our finances 
which has forced into prominence the 
state of the revenue laws b d o w s that 
something is wrong w ith our fiscal ar­ 
rangements. 
From the locking up of 
over $100,000,000 of the people’s money 
in the Treasury, forming what is known 
as tue surplus, two cardinal evils result. 
There is begotten in Congress a disposition 
to extravagance, which is a menace to 
our free institutions. This sum stands 
as a constant invitation to plunder. 
The second evil is th a t tbe withdrawal 
of this vast sum from the channels 
of trade ham pers all commerce and 
minously appreciates values. This con­ 
dition of things is a positive fact which 
now only ignorance or m endacity will 
deny. 
Each party adm its the fact, and 
lias pledged itself to its reform. 
Yet bv 
its platform tbe Republican party stands 
pledged to the maintainance of the very 
system by which the surplus comes to 
have its being—the high protective doc­ 
trine of war tax revenue. 
Now, it is generally conceded th at our 
revenues for the carrying on of the Gov­ 
ernm ent m ust be raised by means of 
customs duties, and thus both parties ad­ 
mit that the tariff is practically a per­ 
manent institution. The question at its 
root is as to the principle on which tariff 
laws should be framed. 
It is to this 
question that all honest argum ent finally 
comes, and no trick of campaigning will 
divert the attention of the people from 
the m atter—for it is one of vital interest 
for them. 
There are two system s; it is well at 
the outset to clearly distinguish between 
them . The underlying principle of a 
revenue tariff should be that of an equit­ 
able taxation: and I maintain that by 
any tariff based solely on this principle 
our industries receive all the protec­ 
tion they have any right to expect and 
enough to cover the difference in the 
price of labor between this and other 
countries. 
T H E DIRECT PURPOSE 
Of a so-called protective tariff is to raise 
the price of the articles. 
If not, how 
does it protect the m anufacturers? 
As 
our system exiBts at present it is protec­ 
tion in'the highest degree, and 1 arraign 
it now upon the the ground that as a tax 
it is unequal and unfair, th at it is a curse 
upon labor, a restrant upon commerce 
and a fostering aid to monopoly. Let me 
read you an utterance on its legality 
given not by some Democratic politicians 
upon the stum p as perhaps our Republi­ 
can friends would hurry to exclaim, but 
by Justice Miller, of the Supreme Court 
of the United States, a Republican judge, 
speaking in his official capacity from the 
bench; “ To lay with ^ne. hand 
the 
power of the Government upon the prop­ 
erty of one individual, and to bestow it 
with the other hand upon some other 
citizen, is none the less a robbery be­ 
cause it is done in the name of taxation.” 
Taxatiou is undoubtedly the right and 
prerogative of a nation. 
It must poesess 
the power to appropriate property for its 
own support. 
But under the protective 
system this power is wrongfully used to 


aid certain favored persons in their par­ 
ticular enterprises. Now, know this! That 
when your Government gives aid to one 
citizen it takes from some other the 
full measure of the aid given. 
Where 
else should it get it? 
For our Govern­ 
ment has no assets save w hat it has 
through the tax-gatherer. 
These exac­ 
tions for snch purposes are contrary to 
the constitution under which this Gov­ 
ernm ent existe, aud they are wicked in 
the sight of the Lord, for they are con­ 
trary to his express command, “Thoa 
shalt not steal.” 


THE PROTECTED CLASSES. 
Now, who are these protee'ed classes 
for whom we are all taxed ? The Repub­ 
licans try to make us believe th at they 
are the laborers. 
(Groans and yells of 
“ R ats!” ) 
Now, 
for 
myself, 
I 
will 
say 
that 
if 
protection lifted 
one 
burden 
of 
the 
many 
that 
rest upon the shoulders of our toiling 
m ultitudes, then it might receive from 
me an unqualified support. 
But it does 
not benefit labor. Fortunately we have 
the statistics collected year after year in 
this country which expose the sophistry 
that this system is to the advantage of 
the laborer. 
It is true th at in the pro­ 
tected industries the ratio of profits is 
larger than elsewhere, but on the other 
hand the wages are smaller. 
In tbe 
cotton industrv the ratio of profit is 22.21 
per cent, while the wages of labor are 
75 cents a day. 
In the woolen industry 
the rate of profit is 35.3 and the laborer 
gets % cents a day. 
In iron and 
steel 
the 
profits 
are 
06.97 
and 
the 
laborer 
gets 
$8.75 
a week. 
Taking the protected industries as an 
aggregate the general profit is 37.71 per 
cent, while the laborer gets $1.10 a day. 
These figures only confirm the conclusion 
to which intelligent reflection leads. 
The desired effect of protection is to shut 
out foreign competition and to enable tbe 
manufacturer to charge for his article the 
cost of the foreign article plus the rate of 
duty. The advantage of this scheme is 
direct toward the man who has anything 
to sell; but does the laborer sell the ar­ 
ticle which he helps to make ? Does he get 
the profits? There is only one aspect in 
which it may be made to appear that 
this increased cost of the protected 
article is an advantage to the laborer 
who helps to make it, and that is in the 
fact that it makes it possible for the em ­ 
ployer to pay higher wages if he chooses 
to do so ? But does he do so ? [Chorus 
of “ No! No!” ] 
Wisely answered m y 
friends. 
Never in the economic history 
of the world have the wages of men 
been rated by the employers’ ability 
to 
pay 
high 
or 
low, 
b ut 
al­ 
ways by the 
law 
of supply 
and 
dem and. 
He 
simply goes into the 
m arket and gets it for the lowest figure 
that he ca n ; and if he can’t get it nere 
in America, too often he turns to tbe 
slums of the great European cities and 
summons the pauper laborer, or, worse 
still, the coolie slave from Asia, to take 
the bread from the mouths of those he 
boasts he wishes to protect. 
A grosser 
imposition never waB practiced than this 
effort to make sensible workingmen be­ 
lieve that they are paid better wages by 
reason of the protective tariff. 
One 
moment for an illustration. 
Here is Jay 
Gould, who is perhaps 
better 
able 
to 
pay the 
boy who 
blacks 
his 
boots in the morning $1,000 than many 
of us are to give him the customary 
dime. 
Now, when he gets his shoes pol­ 
ished does he say to himself: “ I am 60 
well able to do it that I will give this 
boy a rich fee,” and fork over the thou­ 
sand-dollar bill ? Not m uch; he pays a 
dime like the rest of us. and if he has 
any of the characteristics displayed by a 
good many of his class he will probably 
try to get off with a flve-cent piece. 


ITS ORIGIN. 
This scheme of protection, be it rem em­ 
bered, never originated in the homes of 
the poor among tbe laboring classes, but 
in those marble palaces where the rich 
revel in the wealth they have wrung from 
the brawn and sinew of labor. The high 
tariff comes as a free gift to people of this 
class. The profits in a protected industry 
are not the legitimate results of produc­ 
tion, but they are bounties levied from all 
classes and paid to the one. Nearly 
eighty-seven per cent, of the population 
of this country are by this form of taxa­ 
tion made the slaves of the rest. No 
wonder that we grow wrathful under 
such a yoke as this, and call aloud for its 
removal. It is a gigantic scheme of le­ 
galizing robbery, and an outraged people 
is at last on the march to achieve its de­ 
struction. The statesm anship of this 
country, which shows itself even down 
to the calm decision of each voter, was 
never engaged in a nobler occupation 
than in the present crusade against a 
legalized wrong. And we.shall succeed. 
Resistance to unjust taxation is tradi­ 
tional with every 
liberty-loving peo­ 
ple, 
In 
the 
Old 
World tyranny 
has long struggled for the exercise 
of an unlimited taxing power. On this 
issue Kings have been led to the scaf­ 
fold, and rotten dynasties have given 
away before the people’s wrath. 


IN THE NEW WORLD 
The determined and successful resistance 
of the colonies to unjust taxation from 
England forms one of the grandest tri­ 
um phs in the history of the great strug­ 
gle for liberty. This resistance to an un­ 
just tax kindled the tires of patriotism 
which burned 30 brightly at Lexington 
and 
at 
Bunker Hill. 
It sustained 
the patriots at Valley Forge, and asserted 
itself in the crowning achievem ent at 
Yorktown. 
The same evil is now on 
trial again, and in the gigantic struggle 
which is to come in which the Democratic 
party must dislodge the monopolists from 
the fortress in which they have securely 
intrenched themselves, may God give 
victory to the rig h t! 
Having thus outlined the general ef­ 
fects of the protective tariff, 1 wish to 
point out one or two special results of the 
iniqiitoua system. 
Under it our ship­ 
building languishes and will not be re­ 
vived. This is a matter which concerns 
us on the Pacific Coast, and especially 
you in Los Angeles in no ordinary de­ 
gree. In the year 1855, when shipbuild­ 
ing reached its highest point of pros­ 
perity, the needs of the country for ships 
not being anything like as great as they 
are to-day, we built in America 305 
ships; in 1879 we constructed only 37. 
To-day it is a lost art. This will not sur­ 
prise anyone who looks at the duties 
which are now levied upon the materials 
which enter into the building of ships, 
the lowest rate being 18 percent, and the 
highest 69; the average rate is over 40 
percent. 
When the Republican Con­ 
gress saw what a result their system 
had brought about, and th at no ships 
were 
being 
built in America, 
they 
undertook to remedy this difficulty by 
actually proposing to pay a bounty to aU 
who would undertake tbe building oI 
ships to cover the tariff on all materials

Everybody connected in any w ay w ith 
crim inal m atters know s W ill S m ith , and 
those who do not, m ay be ab le to recall 
to m ind a w iry-looking in d ividual of 
about 30 years of age w ith a 
dark 
m oustache, and 
a p air of keen brow n 
eyes that seem to b e tak in g in all the 
potato of th e com pass a t once. 
O ne day 
h e m ay be seen strolling u p M ain street 
and in the evening eD joying th e play at 
th e Opera H ouse, a n d a few days lite r, 
if the observer hap p en s to be called on 
any business to th e w ilds ofArizona, he 
m ay find the sam e individual m ounted on 
a broncho and careerin g across the plains 
in charge of a body of In d ian trailers. 
W ill Sm ith used to be U nited States 
Deputy M arshal a t A rizona, b u t the 
Southern Pacific, w ho are alw ays on th e 
look out for th e best talen t in an y line, 
m ade a good offer to him a n d he entered 
their service perm anently a m onth ago. 
“ W ell, I do have som e dim e-novel ex ­ 
periences,” said W ill in response to the 
acribe’s query, “ though life h as been a 
little quieter since I have been stationed 
here. 
T h a t ride into M exico after the 
train-robbers, th a t you w rote up in the 
H er a ld som e tim e ago, was one of the 
m ost disagreeable of m y experiences. 
I 
w as one of 
th e 
party 
arrested 
by 
th e M exican G overnm ent in C h ih u a­ 
hu a th ro u g h th e connivance of L arrv 
Sheehan, and it w as rath e r exasperating 
to be throw n u nder a ire s t ju¿t as we 
were on the eve of catching our m en, for 
w e were only fifty m iles behind them . 
The M exicans took aw ay our horses, 
guns and all our property, and we would 
probably have h ad a very unpleasant 
tim e but for th e fact th a t I m anaged to 
sm uggle a letter to a cowboy, w ho took 
it to the A m erican Consul a t E l Paso, 
w h o ultim ately secured 
our 
release. 
W hile we were held as prisoners a revo­ 
lution broke o ut in the southw est p a rt of 
Chihuahua, and I offered to go and help 
them quell it, if they w ould let m e out 
on parole. 
T hey accepted m y proposi­ 
tion, but w hen we got to tire scene of ac­ 
tion the rebels scattered, and we d id n ’t 
get as m uch as one sh o t a t them , so they 
took m e back to prison. 
THE ORIBBLE MI RDER. 
“ B y th e w ay,” continued th e speaker, 
“ I received a letter to-day from th e Dis­ 
trict Attorney a t Phoenix relating to an 
affair in w hich th e public are doubtless 
interested as th e first particulars of it 
were sent by th e A ssociated P ress all 
over the country. Do you rem em ber the 
murder of G ribble, th e S uperintendent of 
th e Vulture m ine, above Phoenix last 
March. H e in com pany w ith tw o guards 
nam ed Johnson an d D oolittle left the 
m ines w ith $8,000 in gold bullion for 
shipm ent. I t is about 70 m iles from the 
cam p to Phm nix, 
a n d w hen th ey w ere

they

citizens of P hm nix, as soon as th e new s

T hey col­ 
lected $1,000 for th is purpose, and as I 
happened to be in P hm nix a t th e tim e, 
th ey turned th e m oney over to m e and 
asked m e to conduct th e pursuit.

picked out five tru sty A m ericans and 
then sent for two In d ian trailers an d left 
at once. 
W e w ere tw o days late in s ta rt­ 
in g out, b u t th e In d ian s picked up the 
trail, and as th e m oon w as at its full, we 
followed the scent day an d n ig h t, chang­ 
ing our horses a t every opportunity and 
snatching a few h o u rs’ sleep only when 
w e 
were 
com pletely 
broken 
down. 
T h e 
trail 
m ade 
a 
circle 
around 
the 
Vulture 
cam p 
and 
th en 
it 
scattered, 
so 
we 
took 
u p 
one 
w h ich h eaded south and followed it al­ 
m ost w ithout a break. 
On th e fifth day 
w e found ourselves a t th e Gila river and 
here we overtook th e Deputy S heriff and 
th e other officers who h ad left P hm nix 
tw o days ahead of us. 
T hey w ere of the 
opinion th a t th e fugitive h ad crossed the 
Gila and gone into Sonora, but I kept 
along the banks of th e river. 
T he day 
w as drawing to a cloee w hen one of my 
Indians came up an d told m e th at

th e cam p saw us an d ran into th e brush. 
I rode at a gallop into th eir clearing and 
looked over th e top of a wagon th a t was 
drawn up in front of a large tent. I could 
not see any one inside th e ten t, so I kept 
on tow ard th e fleeing M exicans, and 
w hen I h ad gone about sixty y ard s I 
heard a shout of “ T h ere h e goes” from

m y belt the revolver of D oolittle, one of

left beh in d by the assassins, and as there 
were two charges left in it I drew it 
and prepared for business. 
I could not 
go very far on horseback ow ing to th e 
nature of th e h ill, so I dism ounted and 
followed my m an on foot.

h is hands up, but h e took no notice be­ 
yond w hipping o ut h is pistol.

I t w as a notew orthy th in g th a t I killed 
him w ith a sh o t from th e pistol of one of 
the m en h e h ad m urdered a nd a t an hour 
exactly a week from th e tim e h is last 
crim e h a d been com m itted.

up a sm all ridge on eith e r side of his 
foot.

paratively fresh in th e evening.

are also speedy as well as enduring ii the 
occasion requires.

th e C lip m ine by M exican desperadoes, 
an In d ian m essenger w as sen t w ith the 
new s to m e a t Y um a w ith instructions to 
travel as fast as lie could. T he distance 
is sixty-five m iles and he covered it on 
foot in five h ours an d forty m inutes. The

T hey are m ostly m en betw een 
th e ages of tw enty-five an d forty, and 
w hen on th e track can go 100 m iles a day 
at a steady trot. 
T hey w ear m occasins 
on th eir feet, an d th is w ith th e gee-string 
constitutes th eir sole clothing. 
They 
carry w eapons as a ru le, b ut do not u n ­ 
d ertake to do an y fighting, 
i or provis­ 
ions th ey carry ierked m eat, an d th is 
w ith an occasional d rin k of w ater is all 
they req u ire.” 
< “ W ell, I m ust be going,” said M r. 
Sm ith, as th e w arning bell of a departing 
train ran g out. 
“ H u n t m e up som e day 
an d I will tell you about an ad v en tu re I 
once h ad on th e Colorado R iver. 
Good­ 
bye,” an d off he w ent southw ard bound 
on an erran d th a t is doubtless of om inous 
portent to som e evil doer.

TALKS ON THE TARIFF. 


T h e G o rern o r M a k e* a M lg ltty Good 
P o in t fo r W o rk in gm en . 
The Governor of this State made a 
splendid illustration of the fact that pro­ 
tection does not protect in his speech to 
a great audience of workingmen in 
Cooper Union Monday night. 
He used 
arguments that are familiar to the readers 
of the News, but he used some telling 
siatistics to emphasize his points. 
The 
argument in a nutshell is that the op­ 
pressive system of taxation that is main­ 
tained solely for the supposed benefit of 
the workingman only, does not protect 
or benefit him in the least; that wages 
are raised or maintained simply in the 
proportion of the effectiveness of labor 
organization. In trades where organiza­ 
tion is strong, wages will be maintained 
ftt a decent level, because organization 
carries a power that individuals do not, 
to enforce its reasonable demands. 
Never was this truth better shown 
than in the recent strike of the feather- 
workers in a highly “protected” shop in 
this city against an unjust and unneces­ 
sary reduction of wages. Without organ­ 
ization or funds to sustain them in a re­ 
sistance against gn employer with capi­ 
tal, the strikers were soon dismayed, and 
would have been forcrd to unconditional 
surrender but for the ready assistance of 
skilled organizers who brought resources 
and generalship to their assistance. The 
result was to turn defeat into victory and 
to make plainer than ever, if the demon­ 
stration waH needed, that protection was 
not the thing that maintain wages. 
Governor Hill quotes some interesting 
statistics not UBed before in this cam­ 
paign. Of the 681 strikes occurring in 
the year 1886 in the protected manufact­ 
uring establishments of the State, for an 
increase of wages, 461 were successful, 
as against 220 unsuccessful. That is to 
say: In 461 industries the workingmen 
got the protection that the tariff is sup­ 
posed to give them only by striking for it. 
Of 558 labor organizations replying to 
the inquiry, “ Do you attribute the in­ 
crease of wages in your trade to organ­ 
ization?” five hundred, or nearly 90 per 
cent., representing a membership of 
over 114,000, declared that organization 
was the thing that maintained or in­ 
creased wages. 
And the Governor’s 
comment is: 
If you believe that organization ob­ 
tained this success, and it seems impos­ 
sible to come to any other conclusion, 
will you allow yourselves longer to be 
hoodwinked and deceived by the cry of 
your heavily protected employers, who 
have rarely, if ever, voluntarily increased 
your wages, and only raised them when 
compelled to by reason of an enforced 
demand on your part? I give you these 
facts relating to strikes without com 
mending or disapproving the action 
taken, but simply as the bear upon tüe 
question of alleged “ Protection.” 
For workingmen who think, and es­ 
pecially for workingmen who know what 
it is to have worked for small wages and 
to have bettered their condition only 
when they had power behind them to 
enforce their demands, this argument 
may be necessary. But the Republican 
party brings to its service in this cam­ 
paign all the influence of the allied 
forces of Bpecial privileges and monopoly. 
Its great moneyed resources are being 
spent with unstinted hand to delude the 
voker with the false cry of protection, 
that he may be led to vote ignorantly 
against his own best interests. Will the 
effort be successful ? A few weeks hence 
we will know.—[N. Y. News. 


T h e D ifferen t E ffe ct o f the P ro te c­ 
tiv e T a r if f on M a n u fa c tu re r a n d 
tb c L ab orer. 
One of the prominent examples of the 
“ beneficent operation of a protective 
tariff,” says a Providence, R. I., dis­ 
patch to the New York Time», which was 


made much of by high tariff advocates 
at the time of its establishment late in 
1884, was the British hosiery establish­ 
ment at Thornton, a suburb of this city, 
which was represented as having re­ 
moved capital, plant and operatives 
from Nottingham, England, in order to 
enjoy the privileges of a high tarifi. 
Very little has been heard about it of 
late from protection theorists, and an in­ 
quiry made upon the ground would 
seem to reveal as the cause that they 
have discovered the bran with which the 
doll is stuffed. 
Before the English operatives had 
been here very long it began to dawn 
upon them, before their contracts expired, 
that as there was a difference in the wages 
here and in England, so there was also a 
difference in the cost of living. Still they 
were not really dissatisfied, but after a 
while their manager informed them that 
a reduction in wages would be necessary, 
for the mill couldf not compete in the 
market while such high prices were paid 
for labor. Gradually they found being 
their wages descending to' the level paid 
in England, and as it was costing consid­ 
erably more to live here the bright pros­ 
pects of prosperity they had pictured in 
their fancy, that the tariff controlled 
labor’s price, began to fade, and many of 
them returned to England. Their places 
were filled with fresh importations of 
operatives from the old country, and a 
constant coming and going of the help 
has been in progress ever since the close 
of the first year of the mill’s existence 
until very few of the original party re­ 
main. 
One of the operatives, when asked 
what he thought of the protective tariff, 
said : “ It’s a grand good thiDg for the 
manufacturer. The manager at Thorn­ 
ton soon moved from his cottage toa line 
house, and under protection, though he 
had to cut our wages, he is prospering 
so well that before four years have pass­ 
ed he has built a wing on the mill a9 
large as the old mill was, and is putting 
in very costly machinery, which will 
double the product. Yes, it is a good 
thing for the manufacturer; but, while 
he is building new mills and getting rich, 
I have worked these four years here and 
have not earned enough above the cost 
of living to own the furniture in my own 
house.”

Tariff.

He Scores the Advocates of High 
Tariff and Pleads for Cleveland 
and Reform. 


A great m any people in this city will 
rem em ber Hon. George R. Wendling, 
the eloquent lecturer who spoke at the 
Academy of Music several times last 
winter. 
His discourses on several occa­ 
sions betrayed, in spite of his better 
judgm ent, his strong sympathy for the 
Republican party. 
But Tariff Reform 
has been too much for this intelligent 
lecturer, and he is out pleading for 
Cleveland, Thurm an and Reform. At 
Shelbyville, 111., recently lie made a 
great speech, which th e St. Louis Re- 
Ímhlic p u b lish ed . 
PartB of it h ere fol- 
o w : 
The Republic introduces the speech in 
a short explanatory paragraph : 
The Hon. George R. Wendling, the 
widely known lecturer, spoke to-day at 
a great m eeting at Shelbyville, 111., his 
home. 
He has taken no part in politics 
for some years, and although invited by 
Colonel Brice, of the National Democratic 
Committee, and also by the State Central 
Committee of Illinois, to enter the cam­ 
paign, he declined. 
lie consented to 
make one speech here, and the announce­ 
ment attracted wide attention and an 
immense audience. 
Mr. Wendling has 
a very large correspondence with men of 
all parties in almost every portion of the 
country, and he expresses without re­ 
serve the opinion that Cleveland will be 
re-elected and that Palm er will carry Illi­ 
nois. He will speak ag in November yd, 
either here or in Chicago. Mr. Wendling 
spoke as follows: 
M y F riend s—There are things about 
the Republican party th at I like. I love 
the nam e and fame of Lincoln. 
You 
cannot call the roll of the great men of 
modern tim es the whole world over and 
omit the nam e of Lincoln. 
He loved his 
country, he loved m ankind, and from 
the highest station on earth he went up 
to his God with the manacles of 4,000,­ 
000 slaves as an offering. I like Grant. 
H e was simple, direct, magnanimous. 
He was one of the invincible warriors of 
the world, and along with Sheridan, 
Stonewall Jackson 
and Thomas, 
he 
made the American soldier im mortal. 
1 like Roscoe Conkling. 
I like 
his 
fathomless contempt for trickery. 
I like 
him because of his immaculate integrity. 
I like him because he hated a dishonest 
politician, and because he scorned the 
rings and the master of the rings. 
They 
killed him , but he will outlive them all. 
Im perious and autocratic he was no 
doubt, but it was the imperiousness of a 
large man, the autocracy of an honest 
one. 
W hatever they call him , w hat care I, 
Aristocrat, dem ocrat, autocrat—oue 
Who can ru le áüd dare not lie. 
And I like the prtriotic spirit of the 
old Republican party when it loved the 
Union. 
I like its catholic spirit when it 
stood the champion of the downtrodden 
against oppression, of the poor against 
monopolists, and for the whole country 
against a section. 
No American need 
be asham ed to have stood witli Lincoln 
and 8eward, with Chase and Sumner, 
with Carl Schurz and Fessenden, with 
Lyman Trum bull and John M. Palm er 
and say “ I was a Republican.” 
But within even the short span of my 
life I have seen Presbyterians become 
U nitarians and turn their backs on John 
Calvin. 
I have seen M ethodists forget 
John Wesley and become free thinkers. I 
have seen Roman Catholics become Uni- 
versalists, and I have seen Episcopalians 
and Baptists become infidels. 
So, too, 
have I seen seen a convention of Repub­ 
lican politicians, led by Foraker, Miller, 
Alger and other names almost unknown 
to the Republican masses, nominate a 
genteel and shrewd corporation lawyer for 
President on a platform which belies the 
convictions of three-fourths of the Repub­ 
lican party. 
It is a falsehood to say that 
Republican voters would prefer untaxed 
whiskey to a low tariff 
Republican 
leaders at Chicago belied their followers 
and betrayed them when they pledged 
the Republican party to remove the tax 
from whisky and tobacco rather than 
lower other Federal taxes. Thai pledge 
was adroitly won by the m anipulations 
of millionaire monopolists. 
It was not 
and is not the voice of that great body of 
moral and respectable men who made 
the Republican party a thing of power 
and influence. 
Nevertheless, the pledge has been 
solemnly made. 
Therefore, I m ust fol­ 
low these latter-day politicians, who, 
tw enty-three years after the war, pledge 
a party of five million voters to war taxes 
in tim e of peace, even at the exj>ense of 
untaxed whisky, or I must vote for 
Grover Cleveland. 
I belong to no party in the sense that 
1 am for my party right or wrong. My 
party m ust go my way on a param ount 
question or we will not go together. 
No 
politician, no convention, no adm inistra­ 
tion shall ever have a mortgage on 
my heart and brain. 
To God, to my 
own 
conscience 
and 
to 
my 
own 
sense of 
patriotic duty do 
1 stand 
am enable for my use of the freem an’s 
priceless weapon, the ballot. No man 
but a coward or a beggar for party favors 
fears a party lash. That is one reason 
why I respect Clinton Fiske and Gover­ 
nor St. John and the Prohibitionists 
a t large. 
W hether right or wrong, they 
are not cowards. They are sagacious, 
too, and know their secret enemy. 
A wise and 
a 
brave 
fight 
they 
are 
m aking 
for 
the 
downfall 
of 
the 
Republican 
leaders, 
for 
with 
the power of those leaders broken, the 
pent-up moral forces in the Republican 
party will have free play, seek new 
allies, and do the world some good again. 
I can have no fui-ther parley with a Pro­ 
hibitionist in this campaign than to tell 
him th a t I agree with him th a t the R e­ 
publican politician is the chief obstacle 
now to more than one great reform. 
W ith that politician out of the way, the 
field is clear for another and a difleient 
struggle. 
I am for Grover Cleveland. 
I am for 
him, not because he is a Democrat, nor 
because he is the nominee of the 8t. 
Louis Convention, but because he is as 
unselfish and 
devoted a patriot 
as 
Abraham Lincolq, as sagacious a politi- 
ca n as William H. 8eward, as simple and 
unpretentious as 
Ulysses 
8. Grant, 
as 
incorruptible 
as 
Roscoe 
Conk- 
ling, 
and 
because 
he 
combined 
all those shining qualities with the iron 
will and the iron nerve of Andrew Jack­ 
son and took by the throat the greatest 
enemy to human labor and human free­ 
dom that the world has known since 
human slavery went down before the 
emancipation proclamation. I hail Grov­ 
er Cleveland as the emancipator 
of 
.abor»from the chains oí a protected 


monopoly. I greeted him in the name 
of millions of toilers in mines and 
factories, on the prairies and in forests, 
as their liberator from the subtle and 
cruel bondage of an insidióos taxation 
which drains their resources and would 
keep them and their children a band of 
hirelings.

I am told and know that there are 
honest voters in this land who think 
that a tariff for protection is a blessing 
to the toiler on the farm and in the mill. 
Let us talk it over then like honest men. 
Let us think it over day by day until 
November. 
If then we still differ the 
rest of us can live where the most of us 
can. 
Let me tell you what I think 
about it. 
If protection is a blessing, let us all 
have it. 
If one should be protec ed all 
should he protected, and each should 
have protection equal to the other. 
But 
that brings us where we started in—on 
an equality. 
That is not protection; 
that is equalization.

rights, 
equal privileges, and equal burdens 
is the opposito to protection. That 
will not suit the lumber king of Maine 
or Michigan, who wants me to pay $2 
more for every 1,000 feet of lumber than I 
would have to pay if I go a few miles 
further on and buy across the line. 
Therefore he wants protection. 
Protec­ 
tion against whom? 
W hy, protection 
against me. 
Think of it! 
Protection 
against me. his neighbor, living under 
the same government with him , on the 
same soil, and under the same precious 
flag. 
But w hat injury to him do I pro­ 
prose, against which he wants to be pro­ 
tected? 
He simply wants to be pro 
tected against my buying that that lum ­ 
ber elsew here! 
And w hat does he do? 
He is not strong enough alone, so he 
confederates with the iron man, and 
both of them confederate with the salt 
man, and then all three of them confed­ 
erate with the blanket man, and all four 
of them confederate with the carpet 
man, and tben the glass and pottery 
man is admited, and behold ! we have a 
Northern confederacy as dangerous to a 
poor white man as the Southern Confed­ 
eracy was to the black m a n ! This is the 
genesis of protection. 
But what is it? 
W hat doe3 it signify ? 
Simply a system by which some Ameri­ 
cans are benefited at the expense of other 
Americans. 
You and I are the other 
Americans. It is a system by which 
those confederates make you and me buy 
from them , and pay them more for a 
coat, a sidewalk, a barn or a barrel of 
salt than if we were free men and could 
buy where we pleased. 
How am I pro­ 
tected? I own no m ills; I have no salt 
w ells; I am not the proprietor of a blan­ 
ket factory; I do not make chinaware 
nor carpets. 
But I hear th a t the tariff tax supports 
the government. 
W hat the government 
gets out of the tariff is revenue. Barring 
an unhealthy Burplus, no one objects. 
But we are not talking of revenue, we 
are talking of protection. The Northern 
confederate shall not steal from me in 
the nam e of revenue tariff. 
But protection is the question. 
How 
am I benefited by it. 
It gives employ­ 
m ent and good wages to labor, 1 hear 
If the protected factory will render an 
annual account, deduct 
interest and 
clerk 
hire, and 
divide the 
profits 
with its workmen, then the statement 
is true—otherwise it is a pitiful sophism, 
and all the more pitiful because so 
many hungry m an in our cities, with 
pale-faced wives and ill-clad children be­ 
lieve it. 
Listen to me one moment, 
workingmen! 
The bravest and best 
friends the oppressed ever had, men 
like John Bright, Cobden and George 
and a nameless host of true hearts and 
clear thinkers, have denounced and ex­ 
posed that sophism a thousand times. 
Men that would die to better your lot, 
tell you that it is a delusion. 
You your­ 
selves know that the the factory imports 
cheap labor free of duty, cuts down yonr 
wages by their competition, adds the 
am ount of the tariff to the cost of the 
article, and pockets the profits. 
You 
and I must pay their price because the 
same article made elsewhere is excluded 
by the confederate tariff, and so your 
wages, cut down by im ported competi­ 
tion, are next absorbed by higher prices 
on all you buy. 
But I hear that protection furnishes 
the farmer a home m arket. It does. Let 
us be honest. 
If protection is a good 
thing for us all, I want it. 
It does fur­ 
nish the farm er a home market. But 
the thing that troubles the farmer is not 
a question of m arket. The world must 
buy from him . The world must go to 
him to be fed. 
If he stays at home the 
world will hunt him up. 
He is not in 
any danger of finding no market. The 
question w ith him is not the market but 
the price after he gets to market. 
Liver­ 
pool, the commercial center of the agri­ 
cultural world, tells the farmer what he 
must sell at, and the Northern confeder­ 
ates tell him what he m ust buy at. 
Liverpool registers the rise and fall of 
that supply and dem and which fixes the 
m arket price for the farmer’s grain. Tbe 
Atlantic cable tells him what he will get; 
high tariff legislation tells him what he 
m ust give. 
Do not let us deceive ourselves in this 
thing. Remember that protection is a sys­ 
tem by which some Americans are bene­ 
fited at the expense of other Americans. 
Remember that it íb kept alive by North­ 
ern Confederates. 
I don’t like a South­ 
ern Confederacy, and 1 don’t like North­ 
ern Confederacy. 
I do not like it when 
Southern Confederates cornered the labor 
of the black farmer, and I don’t like it 
when the Northern Confederates corner 
the labor of the white farmer. There is 
a spirit in this 
laud that 
will al­ 
low neither States nor citizens to com­ 
bine against the general welfare. The 
people of this country have said that no 
confederacy of States shall exist south of 
the Mason and Dixon line, and they will 
just as surely say that no confederacy of 
manufactures shall exist north of that 
line. 
As the one confederacy went down 
belore hundreds of thousands of armed 
men led by G rant, so will the other con­ 
federacy go down before millions of 
voters led by Cleveland. 
The one con­ 
test ended in a restored Union, the other 
will end in equal rights, equal privileges, 
equal burdens and equal liberty for all 
Americans all over this wide continent. 
I do not know a thing that a Western 
farm er produces that is enhanced in 
value by protection. 
I scarcely know a 
thing that he buys that is not protected. 
I do not know a thing that the Northern 
confederate sells which he sells for less 
by reason of protection. I do not know 
one of those confederates that ever divid­ 
ed his profits with a laborer. I never 
heard of one who did not pay as little as 
he could to his wage earners. 
1 hear 
there are seventy-two millionaires in the 
first Pennsylvania county you strike 


when you go east by way of Pittsburg. 
In that same county there are tens of 
thousands 
of 
imported 
laborers 
brought 
in 
to 
cut 
down 
the 
wages 
of 
American 
workmen. 
There is not a 
millionnaire farmer 
in Illinois who made his money out of 
the soil! 
Under protection there never 
will be, nor one in Kansas, nor in Mis­ 
souri, nor Iowa, nor one in tha whole 
West. Farmers of Illinois m ark this 
The average Illinois farm was bought at 
$2 per acre forty years ago; then em igra­ 
tion, railroads, improved m achinery and 
your own bone and sinew brought that 
land in the next twenty years up to $40, 
but in the last twenty years, though you 
have the two great markets of Chicago 
and St. Louis at your doors, th a t farm 
has not advanced in price nor paid a fair 
interest on its value. 
It is my honest 
judgment 
that Western land to-day 
would sell for GO per cent more than it 
does if the steel rails relaid upon it, and 
the houses, barns and fences rebuilt upon 
it. did not have to pay a tribute of count­ 
less millions tc the iron and lum ber con­ 
federates. 
I am not only for Cleveland, but I am 
for John M. Palmer for Governor of this 
great State. I love Illinois. 
It is my 
State. 
Next to calling ourselves Ameri­ 
cans the proudest heritage I know of is 
to own Illinois as a birthplace. 
She is 
the imperial queen of the West. 
She is 
rich in intellect, rich in the patriotism 
and integrity of her sons, rich in her 
boundless wealth. She gave to the na­ 
tion Lincoln and Douglas and Grant. 
She sent to the front a quarter of a m il­ 
lion of as brave men as died at Ther- 
mopyhc. 
She is too great and too rich 
to leave the vast affairs of her three 
millions of people in the continuous 
control of any set of politicians, be 
hey Republicans or Democrats. I want a 
change. I want our State institutions 
overhauled. I accuse no man, but I 
want tbe accounts examined.

know why our State taxes are enormous 
and I want the investigation to be made 
by men who did not impose or enjoy the 
taxes.

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A DOG’S WORK.

Jess, a thoroughbred bulldog, about a 
year old and weighing thirty-two pounds, 
the property of Patrick Houlihan, a 
carter, of 1075 First avenue, says the 
Mew York Sun of September 21st, ate 
portions of three men and another dog, 
and kept the avenue between Fifty-eighth 
and Fifty-ninth streets in an uproar for 
nearly an hour yesterday mofning, yield­ 
ing up his life finally only at the induce­ 
ment of thirteen bullets from the re­ 
volver of Policeman John Buckley, nu­ 
merous blows from a club and a' final 
beating with a heavy shovel. 
The trouble was really all due to a rat, 
which had the bad judgment to get 
caught in Mr. Houlihan’s trap on Mon­ 
day night, although Mrs. Houlihan lays 
most of the blame to the little Houlihan 
girl. The children found the rat in the 
trap when they got up in the morning, 
ana told their mother about it. Mrs. 
Houlihan, being a thoughtful and kind 
mother, always anxious to provide pleas­ 
ing amusement for her little ones, said: 
“Now, children, don’t say a word to 
your father, else he’ll want to bring out 
the bulldog to try it, but just kape still, 
an’ afther that he’s gone ye shall un­ 
loose the little terrier, an’ I ’ll give yes 
tbe rat, an’ ye can tie a string to it an’ 
let it out before the terrier, an’ have a 
lot o’ fun.” 
THE HOULIHAN GIRL 
Was so full of this coming enjoyment 
that she could not keep it to herself. 
“She was that excited,” said Mrs. Houl­ 
ihan yesterday afternoon, “that she had 
to go an’ tell her father an’ spoil it all.” 
Just as Mrs. Houlihan predicted, the 
father, when he heard about the rat in 
the trap,wanted to give it to the bulldog, 
which he had raised from a puppy and 
meant to make a great fighter of some 
day. 
He had known the dog’s mother, 
which was also called Jess, and knew 
that there was good blood in his pet. 
Even Mr. Houlihan, however, never had 
suspected the animal of the grit and 
ferocity that it subsequently developed. 
MR. HOULIHAN TOOK THE RAT 
Out on the sidewalk in front of the saloon 
kept at 1075 by Thomas O’Reillv, and 
after calling Mr. O’Reilly and several 
bystanders to watch the sport went back 
to the shed in the rear and brought out 
the bulldog. It was a beautiful beast, 
as sleek and well cared for as an old 
maid’s cat, and with fine, even rows of 
white teeth that showed prettily between 
two red lips as the dog smiled a con­ 
templative and peaceful smile at the 
sight of the rat. Mr. Houlihan would 
not have taken $300 for the dog as it 
stood there. It is said that this was the 
dog’s first rat; and apparentlv the ani 
mal had not yet learned that it is neces­ 
sary for even a thoroughbred bulldog to 
exercise a certain amount of celerity in 
dealing with a rat, for when Mr. Houli­ 
han keeping fast hold of the chain all the 
time, the trap was opened and the rat 
let go, it had time to hustle in among 
some beer kegs on the edge of the side­ 
walk and seemed likely to escape alto­ 
gether. 
A MISCONSTRUCTION. 
Robert \ an Dohlan of Seventy-fourth 
street, who was one of the throng stand­ 
ing about, animated by the kindliest 
motives toward the dog, and without the 
slightest idea that his action was open to 
any misconstruction on the part of Jes?, 
swung his foot toward the rat. The dog 
jumped at the conclusion that the kick 
was intended for himself, and, in a not 
surprising spirit of resentment, in the 
same instant jumped at Mr. Van Dohlan 
also. In a moment the beast had a grip 
on the young man’s leg, just below the 
knee, and was gnawing and prowling 
ferociously, while the crowd broke apart 
with cries of terror, and Mr. Houlihan 
pulled frantically at the 5-foot chain that 
was about the dog’s neck, and com­ 
manded, begged and threatened by turns 
to induce the animal to let go. Once or 
twice he did jerk Jess away for an in- 
Jtent, bnt it only let the dog get a fresh 
hold, and in the two minutes that inter­ 
vened before those about could pull Van 
Dohlan away, his leg above and below 
the knee had been frightfully chewed, 
and hie trousers were so torn that it was 
impossible for him to wear them after­ 
ward, and he had to borrow a fresh pair 
to go home in from the druggist who 
eauterized his wounds. 
AT HOULIHAN’S THROAT. 
When the dog’s grip on Van Dohlan 
did at last give way, it was so suddenly 
that Houlihan, who was pulling on the 
chain with all his strength, went over 
on the sidewalk flat on his back. In an 
instant and without even a warning 
growl the mad brute sprang at his 
throat. Instinctively he threw up his 
hand, and the beautiful row of even 
white teeth; crunched the bones of his 
fingers instead of crunching his neck 
Mr. Houlihan’s other hand was dis­ 
abled by a burn, and he was practically 
helpless as he lay there, with the beast 
growling fiercely and chewing at his 
fingers. 
o’r eilly badlv bitten. 
The street was filled before this with 
an excited mob that poured out of the 
tenements around, and from the first 
floor window just above Mrs. Houlihan 
was leaning out praying some one to 
save her husband. 
Just across the 
street, also on the first floor, are the 
apartments of saloon-keeper O’Reilly, 
and his little wife, brown-eyed and trim, 
sits at a sewiDg machine that faces right 
on the spot where the fight was centered. 
O Reilly is a slender young man,rather 
sickly than powerful looking, but of all 
the crowd he was the only one that dared 
go to the aid of the prostrate man. With- 
0n‘.* .J” “ment'8. hesitation lie dashed 
aside the inner circle of the throng about 
the spot, and rushing forward, beiran to 
kick and cuff the fierce brute. He is not 
an expert in dogs, and so he did not 
know how to catch the beast’s head and 
pull it away without risk of hurting him- 
•elL but he finally gave it a terrible kick 
on the head that loosed its grip on Houli­ 
han's hand, and sent it spinning to the 
curb. 
It landed on its four feet, growled once, 
glowered ferociously for barely an in­ 
stant, and then at one spring landed 
•gainst O'Reilly with such force as to 
throw him to the ground upon his back. 
Before the instant was over or the 
terror-stricken mob could give a single 
cry the dog was gnawing at the legs of 
the fallen man. Houlihan, with both 
hands now useless, could do nothing to 
pull the beast away, and in a few mo­ 
ments O’Reilly had been torn on both 
Mgs and thighs and about the hips. With 
another spring the dog landed on the 
“**n’a chest and reached for his throat, 
.-it amid all the excitement O’Reilly had 
apt his head, and with both hands got 
1 "rip on the skin of the dog’s throat 
by main strength held it away so 
I it could not bite bis face or neck.

a critical per io d. 
The dog struggled desperately to get 
the man’s face. Its frothing jaws 
n hut a few inches away, as the man 
d its head back with all his strength, 
e foam dropped on his cheeks, and 
e beast's hot breath swept over his face 
quick blasts. 
How long the two lay thus straining 


and struggling madly on the ground no 
body knows. Those who stood about 
and watched them say it was five min­ 
utes. Doubtless they exaggerate. A 
minute is a long time under such con­ 
ditions. Mr. O’Reilly says he doesn’t 
know; he was too busy to think of time. 
However long it was the dog gave it up 
first, and turning its head, witli a fiercer 
growl than ever, buried its teeth in the 
man’s right arm at the elbow. O’Reilly 
still kept his grip on the dog’s throat, but 
could not do anything to get his arm 
free. 
A DASH FOR LIKE. 
About this time the sight of the great 
crowd in the street, and the screams of 
the women who looked on from the tene­ 
ment window's all up and down the 
block, brought Policeman John Buckley 
up on the run. The policeman only the 
night before had lagged off the leader of 
the Anti-Poverty orchestra in the face of 
the hisses and protests of 500 pretty 
Anti-Poverty girls in Madison Square 
Garden, as he thought such a thing as 
getting away with a mad-dog would be 
easy. He pushed through the crowd, 
revolver in hand, and getting as near as 
he dared to the snarling brute, fired. 
Having to take care lest he hit O’Reilly, 
made looking for a vital paint impossi­ 
ble, so lie just pegged away, one shot 
after another, at whichever part of the 
doe he could most safely* hit. Four shots 
had no effect, but at the fifth the dog re­ 
laxed his grip for a moment and O’Keillv 
spraog to his feet, shook of the beast 
and ran for his saloon door. 
The crowd scattered in all directions, 
the women screaming their loudest and 
the men shouting warnings as the dog 
started to run. 
But the crowd was all 
right. 
It was O’Reilly that the dog 
wanted, and after O’Reilly the dog went! 
The saloon keeper was ahead, at the 
front door, but at the rear door the dog 
was so good a second that if it had not 
caught in the swinging doors and been 
held it would have had the man again. 
THIRTEEN BULLETS IN THE DOG. 
The policeman and a number of other 
men pursued the dog into the little 
back room, and shooting was resumed. 
When eight more bullets had been fired 
into its skin, the animal yielded so far as 
to make it safe for men to come within 
clubbing distance, and with a heavy 
shovel, clubs, anil other weapons, the 
life was at last pounded out of the mad 
brute. 
Before it finally yielded up the ghost, 
however, it made one more victim, seiz 
ing in its jaws the inoffensive little 
Scotch terrier, for whom Mrs. Houlihan’s 
programme had destined the rat, that 
was chained up in the back room of the 
saloon and could not get out of the way 
of the bulldog when it bolted in there in 
pursuit of O’Reilly. The little dog was 
badly bitten, but was pulled away before 
it was killed. The whole fight lasted 
three-quarters of an hour. 
THE FRIGHTFUL INJURIES. 
Meantime the injured men Dad been 
led across to the drug store of C. Geb- 
hardi, at the corner,and the druggist had 
laid out his whole stock of caustic, 
rolled up his sleeves and plunged into 
the biggest wholesale job in the causter- 
izing line that any druggist in New* York 
ever had. He found five wounds in all 
on O’Reilly, three or four on Van Doh­ 
lan, and Houlihan’s hand was frightfully 
chewed. The wounds were treated first 
with caustic, and then with carbolic acid 
and by noon the job was done. 
The 
druggist says thai all the wounds were 
serious, but that there is no danger of 
hydrophobia if proper care is taken of 
them. Houlihan went home and to bed. 
O’Reilly was able to be around in his 
saloon as usual toward evening, and Van 
Dohlan also stuck to liis work. 
The rat escaped. 


S en a to r (¿orin an on th e P o litic a l

Mr. Gorman pointed out the reasons 
why the administration of President 
Cleveland should be sustained, and said 
that, amoDg other things, the despoilers 
of the public lands had flown away from 
Washington.

While returning to Washington a Pod 
reporter asked Senator Gorman, if he 
would be willing to state on what 
grounds he based his assertion. 
“Certainly,” was the reply. “ In 1884 
John i\elly and his great Tammany or­ 
ganization were hostile to Mr. Cleveland, 
and remaiaed so until just before the 
election. Senator Grady not only did 
not work for Mr. Cleveland, but he went 
over to the enemy, and Mr. Bourke 
Cockran did not make a Bpeeeh in behalf 
of the Democratic eauuidate. 
Their 
action lost us at least 35,000 votes among 
the Irish. 
“Ever under these conditions the 
Presidential ticket had 45,000 majority 
in New York City. The condition of 
affairs to-day is differeut. Tammany is 
for Cleveland to a man, although there 
may be a disagreement as to the mayor­ 
alty. The Couuty Democracy is for the 
President earnestly and faithfully. There 
will be no cutting the Presidential ticket 
by either of the organizations, and Mr. 
Cockran is as energetic in the campaign 
to-day as was John R. Fellows in 1884. 
On the 18th day of October, in 1884, 
the business men's parade consisted oi 
16,000 men, enrolled in companies of 100 
men each. Had the weather been fine 
last Saturday 23,000 men actually en­ 
gaged in business and whose names were 
known at the headquarters, would have 
participated in the demonstration which 
was to have preceded the speeches of 
Secretary Fairchild and Representative 
Wilson.” 
“ What do you estimate the Democratic 
majority in New York city next vear?” 
“ There will be at least 250,000 or 200,­ 
000 votes cast in New York city at the 
next election. 
I predict that the Demo­ 
crats will cast 25,000 more votes than 
hey did four years ago.”—[Washington 
Poet.

The term catarrh is applied to a peculiar dis­ 
order of the nostrils and adjacent parts, which 
prevails to an alarm ing extent and Is produc­ 
tive of very serious consequences.

that entered into their making. Tims 
protection was invoked to come to the 
aid of protection, and the people were to 
be doubly taxed. 
And this has borne fruits again in 
♦he 
destruction of 
our 
commerce. 
In 1840, 82.9 per cent, of our im­ 
ports 
and exports were carried in 
American bottom s; in 
1882 
we car­ 
ried only 15.05 per cent. In 1840 we had 
to pay for only 17 per cent, to be carried 
by foreign ships, now we pay for 85 p< r 
cent. 
On the high seas the American 
flag has become a rarity. Of the 3,284 
vessels which in the year 1885 passed 
through the Suez Canal o^|y four we¡ e 
American. 
All this is to be directly 
charged to the vicious system of high 
tariff. Tbe fearful result of it all is that 
American merchants now pay to foreign 
ship-owners for the transportation tf 
goods $100,000,000 a year which might 
come and ought to come to our own traders 
and our own sailors. And this high tar ff 
diminishes our foreign trade, because il 
those countries cannot sell to us they 
will not buy oi U9 if they can help it. 
Can we afford to perpetuate this Chinese 
system? Every prompting of personal 
¡□terest cries out against it. 
Commerce 
is the accepted measure of the prosperity 
of a people and we have deliberately 
given up a place in the first rank of the 
Nations of the world and stepped back 
into contemptible obscurity. 


THE EFFECTS. 
I come now to consider the effects of 
this system upon agriculture. Certainly 
no 
plan 
of 
legislation 
could 
be 
more 
harm ful, more infamous than 
that which discriminates against the 
farming interest. Of onr present popu­ 
lation of 50,155,738 souls, 22,120,399 are 
engaged in agriculture. 
Our exports are 
$852,000,000 worth of produce, to which 
the farmers furnish $085,000,000. 
Thus 
m arly half of our population and four- 
fifths of all the goods sent abroad are 
from this one class. Certainly no indus­ 
try is more deserving of th e ’considera­ 
tion of the Government, yet the present 
tariff’throws its heaviest burdens upon 
that one form of occupation. Every article 
which the farmer uses which he does 
not himself produce is heavily taxed, 
and all the tax goes to the manufacturer. 
No wonder that campaign tricks of all 
sorts are resorted to to cover up the sight 
of such awful burdens from the eyes of 
those who are compelled to carrv them. 
The American people are not foois and a 
thousand Murchison letters cannot blind 
them to the truth. 
Now, had I an audience of manufactur­ 
ers to listen to me to-night I would ap­ 
peal to them first in the name of justice 
to 
consent 
to some 
measure 
of 
relief 
for 
the people. 
The 
plan 
we 
propose 
to 
carry 
out 
is 
as complete as the circumstances will 
permit of, but it is also in the highest 
degree conservative. 
But if they do not 
consent to this and succeed *bv any 
species of fraud and corruption in putting 
off the day of reform, then the change 
when it does come will be much more 
thorough and sweeping. 
We propose 
now to act with a careful eye to their in­ 
terests. but if they refuse iis let them be­ 
ware. 
The American people is not 
wont 
to 
bow its 
neck 
to 
the 
rod 
of 
an 
oppressor. 
There 
are 
volcanic agencies of reform simmering 
beneath tbe suifr.ee which may break 
out in a way that they would deplore. 
As yet this reform element would be 
satisfied with a moderate measure of re­ 
lief; but if this is refused, sooner or 
later the people will send to Washington 
representatives who will 
understand 
what is expected of them, and will do 
their work without swerving to left or to 
right. 
Now, what are the respective positions 
oi the two parties on this great question ? 
I shall 
not 
stop to 
analyze 
the 
Senate bill, for it seems to me to be not 
the action of the party, but the factional 
protest of a few against the edict of the 
whole organization in its platform. 
I 
mean that infau.ous document adopted 
at Chicago which brazenly proposes to 
remove the revenue on whisky and to­ 
bacco that the taxes may remain on the 
necessaries of life, and' to sacrifice the 
morality of the people to this Moloch of 
protection. The time is come for your 
decision whether you will choose to en­ 
slave yourselves perm anently to a system 
which impoverishes the many to enrich 
the few or to uphold the principle of 
equal laws for all, special privileges for 
for none. 
If the latter is your idea of 
the true nature of our government, show 
it by your voting for Cleveland and 
Thurman.

W ould One Pag In T h is C ity ? W hy 
N s tV 
Messrs. Clement & Gay and Mr. E. 
W. Reid, who own a large tract of land 
just east of the city, situated between 
the Santa Fe Railroad and the I.os An­ 
geles river, have offered to give 7‘¿ acres 
each to any company who will build and 
operate a furniture factory on the same, 
to cost completed and put in running 
order not lees than $lt>0,000. including 
the 15 acres of land at $1,000 per acre, 
which is a reasonable price for land in 
as favorable a location for manufactur­ 
ing purposes. 
This is a starter for 
a project of this kind worthy of the at­ 
tention of the Chamber of Commerce.

brighter days to Los Angeles than she 
has ever seen if a score or more of these 
same selfish people would carryout their 
selfish schemes to perfection. 
Every en­ 
terprise that is carried on to success is 
the result of this same element.

perfectly legitimate and right that it 
should be so, and we heartily say God 
speed all such projects. 
It is just what 
the citv needs.
